when for the 4.80. 3. King.6.1.he maketh 592.ycares. Here

The Rab- 
bin obieReth the textas an vn kilful man would take it: the 
dwcllinge ofthe children of Liracl in Egypt ſervantes there 
was 430.yearcs: andall their ſpoyles were little enough for 
ſo long ſeruice. This fable made for {kil of phraſe wil make 
vs {imple,if we be in deede babes. Now ſeeing Iſracl mul- 
tiplying like fiſhe,had of 70. but about fixc hundred thou- 
ſand ſtrong men, how could that be a miraclein 430. yeres 
ſpace. Abraham fought with many kings, about 430. Þ at- 
ter three Semr, Cham, and Japheth, lefte the Arke : and thoſe 
kings had many : infinite moe were on the carth, of great 
troupes: So that by our verſion ſixce hundred thouſand ab. 
ſurdities would Gle And furthermore this one thinge 
ſhould be ſufficient to vrge amendement, that none of our 
nation readethat,butare deceyuecd or grieued:and weake- 
nedin zeale to religis. Wherfore they muſt lay their hande 
ypon their mouth, that ſay, The Queene will not haue the 
tranſlation bettered. Her Maicſtics footemen knowe that 
ſhee ſent an othergates worde to Sir Frawncis Walſingham, 
euen to conſyder of furthering the matter : and Biſhop EL 
wer the beſt Ebrician of all the Biſhops, was very earneſt _

Infinite ſtore 
of fach hath the ſame introduction tothe Bible, enough to 
entangleall that beleeye them, & to makethe Bible ſcene 
vnexplicable.

And Molcs had the like 
occafion,as heliued, when {kant any inthe world belce- 
ued that the world was created, or ruled by God, or that 
any God was. Leſſe did they thinke of the ſtate and con- 
dition,in which the wicked Spirites and ſoulcs are in cter- 
nall chaynes,and darknes with paynes: which ſtate as they 
thought not off, they had no propre tearme for it intheir 
ſpcach. And likewiſe for theitate of joye, the portion of 
thefairhfull in the fight of Godsglorte: the wicked world 
knewe itnot: andtherfore had noterme fort. In this caſe 
Moſes hydeth his mynde from the wicked : as touchinge 
any one propre termefor cither Eternall death,or Eternall 
life.

and Scheol is the ſtate which every life with ſenſe payeth, 
as a debt: when it is ſpoken of a body, whether of man or 
beaſt, as in the companie of Coreh, Dathan, Abyram, the de- 
ſtruction from this life is meant, If ſequell of matter bring 
more,by the matter,not by the word,it muſt be admitted. 
In'mens caſe we terme it commonly the graue: though 
fiſhe inSca,or ficr in carth,orHyrcanyan dogges panches,or. 
 Feyptian Glaſſes, were their tombe: or they were,as lakyw, 
that with his penknife did cut JeremresJamentations, caſt a- 
way as the burial! of aſhe : fit for ſuchas hate ſuch diligece 
about Gods worde, as by leremies example wee may ſee, 
that the Etcrnall doeth require.

Haides in the Greeke is the very ſame : and 
neither of them is cuer in Scripture, dirc&tlic the ſtate of 
Ecernall torment: but as king Ezechias deſcribeth ir : The 
cutting-off from this life : the not ſeing of 14h,in the lande 
of the liuing : the removing of their dwelling hence as a _ 
 rente: the ſhearing of life, as the weauer doeth his webbe 
lockes from the T hrummes. Andin a 9. 
Salomon Ecclel. all men doe deſcende to Sheol, as Joſeph, Iacob, 
Ezechias.And in aſpeach of death, when life is ſoone reco- 
uered, deſcending to Scheol, (ignificth that the ſoule fully 
went from the body, cuen to the worlde of the dead : and 
. in diuinitie meaning to appeare before God. In that ſenſe 
eucry mans ſoule,by Salomon aſcendeth, & the beaſtes def- 
cendeth. So that the worldes common language: Todel. 
| cendeinto Scheol, and the Prophetes: aſcend vnto Gods 
throne or to returne vnto God, leauing the body to the 
duſt : theſe differnot in ſubſtance one hayre breadth. Es. 
tychas A.20.tell from the third height,dead.But his ſoule 
was yet within him : and then had not deſcended into 
Sheol. The ſouldiour buried by Elyſens was dead: but whe- 
ther his ſoule had fully leaft the body, that may be further 
enquired. Our Lord being dead, had not his ſoule reſting 
in the dead body, but voyde of all controverſie,it went to 
the worlde of the ſoules, through the tabernacle of his 
fleſhe, and to paradiſe: the ioye of happy ſoules. Which 
thing to teſtifie, ſome of them returned to this world, The 
Diuell and his Angels might well perceyne it : But the

His ſufferings were 
vnſpeakeable, and rhe agonie of his ſoule: as hee tolde at

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vnto Gad, how to vnipeakeableextremitie his tormentey 
went on: Why O my God doeft thou forſake me! The phraſes of 
both, the firſt from Pfal.4.z. the verle repeated Pia,g z.(for 
the Grecke of it is the Greeke of the newe he vueys *ra 
next from Pal. 22. theſe two be the addeſt phraſes of the 
language. And we muſt thinke,that as much is vaderthem 
as can be conteyncd: for the ſuffringes of our Lorde, and 
that he ſpake ot his owne perſon. But I am not nowe to 
runnc intoa common place : if any ſtirre be of late riſen, 
that way,mcn of preferrment for their paynes,mult looke 
to the defence of thetrueth. And it is iniuriuus to require

He that 
thinketh iteuer vſed for T artaro or Cehenna, otherwiſe the 
thetearme Death may by Synecdoche importe fo : hath 
not ſkillin Ebrewe or that Grecke, which breathing and 
live Grecia ſpake:if God hath Icnt me any iudgement that 
way. Andwho ſo cuercan not clcare the Apoſtles words 
by men indifferent: as Old Grecks, Rabbines, & ſuch like 

is vnſetled in his ſtudy. Saint Peters place in his firſt Epi- 
My. place ſtleand thirde Chapter affoordeth a good example for 
ſpcaches heede in places harde. Though it belong not properlicto 
larde of rhis parte which 1 handle.

Alſothey haue this 
moſt famous, howe God long ſhewed his pacience,while 
the Fathers were aliue: howe the holy Ghoſt preached by” 
Noe: and firſt by Noe fincethe dayof Adams fall, & day 
of pronouncing the curſe vyponthe earth: telling Noethe 
time of Execution:and that that generation ſtroucagainſt 
the ſpirit of God: & that God brought vpon them double 
waues: of water and of Gehernah fier.

Talmud forthis one poinct is much worth, Moſtpleaſant 
are the Prophets words,turned by theApoſtles:as Sechi8&

In this ſorte all the Greeke Teſtamentes wordes might be 
brought into cuery Bibles table : yea and the Ebrew two, 
with oneleafe. of Grammer introduction: whereby afew 
houres would yeeld a methode to judge and ſtudie as oc+ 
caſiag and leaſ{ure ſerued. A Linguiſt wouldas cafilic per- 
forme this,as theſe his coſitrey laguages. And this muſtbe 
holden, that 'Libanus afofrded not more timber trees to 
Salomons houle, then the Greeke Septuaginta doeth to the 
newe Teſtament : and the termes called into queſtion for 
diuinitie being in it are beſt expounded by it.

traucl,and all our nation,as cotemned or deceyued, 
haue bene iniuried by a Printer, who hath corrupted my 
commentaries vpon Dariel,ſpeciallic in the Ebrew:to the 


diſgrace of all the worke: and of all our ſtudentes. In the 
Ebrewe verſes of Rabbi Sadaias the letters which begin the 


verſes wordes, commonly fiue in euery rowe (beſides the 
Alphabet letter)ſtand for theArithmetique, how often the 
lettercntreated vpon,is vied in the Ebrew tongue,and the 
Scripture textes agree in number : where, if any one letter 
beamiſle, all the frame of the worke is marred.

A certen Engliſh 

man here, had by my gyft but one copy, and was ſhewed 

the vſe of it: of whom I demaunded in fadnes to record it 

in print,what he eſtcemed of the matter: and he ſayd that 

of trueth, he would not for twentic poundes bee without 

' thecopycandthe matter. The caſe ſtanding thus, I can 

not chuſe but be grieued to ſee my Ebrewe ſtudies ſo de- 

faced, a good old worke and a rare monument, marred,Ge 

occaſio offered to haue our natis for learning much con. 

temned: The certeintic of the holy text in Ebrew.,is a mat- 

ter, as all called to grace,wvill confeſle to be gracious. And 

that rare piece of worke of Sadaias,will ſeeme, toall, voyde 

of Papiſtrie, and endued with reaſon, to confirme much 

the certeintie of Scripture. Wherfore proceeding from an 
enemie,for the trueth,8& grounds of faith, the corruptin 

of it ſhould ſeemea worke farre from grace.

London,/and Sturbridgefayre,and ſtill fathered vpon ſuchas + 


moſtloth it. Asall trueth ſhould betrueth : ſpeciallie in 
diuinitic it ſhould beſo. And the befooling otan whole 
nation ſhould not be counteda light faulte: in forging au- 


thours,by picuiſh printers,& greadieof vnhoneſt gaynes. 


I was minded neuerto haue printed aniething. But for. 
gers of matters to beas mine, which lothed,they forced 
meto leauc in print the whole veyneof my iudgement 
in Diuinitie,in the booke of Scripture concent. Thatan 
might knowe myne from forged ware. Nowcat my fi 
[Y ting much anger had. When it came furth-the great 
ord Chauncelour tolde the Queene,as he bragged,that 
in no caſe any countenance might be ſhewed me: 8& ther- 
vpona Noble Earle, who had named vnto me a fine re- 
compence of my ſtudy, heating of the L. Chaunceloutrs 


ſpeach,altered. And 1 to pay the L.Chauncelour,mynded * 


to haue liued in Germanie: till I heard the Queenes aun- 
ſwere : That he commended, whom he condemned. For 
that the booke was ſchollcrlike & all forthe States good: 
where to knowe howe to ouerreach others, & notto doe 
it,argueth a minde bent to quietnes. Another gaue out 


wordes alſo to the Queene : vnlearnedand malicious : of >, 


whom I will yet ſpeake nothing. Your Grace I muſt now 
commend for much humanitie,thattolde one, ſentin my 
Uh H3 cauſe: 


mentesby a ſeruingman: and falſely reported tobe note

eauſe: that whatſoeueryon could doe for me, youwould: 
So that I would acknowledge my friends.In trueth my L, 
touching preferments I was thus minded hitherto: that if 
my worthierin the common eſtimation ſtept before me:

- poundesayecreis ſpent by the Church vpon ſuch as can 
not readealine of the Bible: and I could not hue in Eng- 
lande ynſollicited ſtill to preach: and was commended by 
the Queene, whom I trowe you will not checke,lI ſee nor 
way I may not require my recompence: as the Realme 
hath putthe Queene in truſt to deale: and require it with 
as gooda conſcience, as you may receyue one pennic of 
our tenantes. You gaue me counſellto be toward ſome 
| Biſhop or ſome Lordas one ſaydeto whom it ſhould bee 
tolde. The Queene or a Prince ſhould beethe onely Pa- 
tron for one of my yeares ſpent in hard ſtudies.
